f The Gulf of Mexice and Its Stream 


At the American Soienoe arsociation in 
Philadelphia, Prof. J. E Hilgard read a 
paper on tho ‘*Rolative Lovel of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean and the Galf of Mexico,” He ex- 
hibited a relief model, showing the western 
partof the North Atlantic ocean, the Galf 
of Mexico, and the United States cast of the 
Mississippi river. The princizal features to 
which he directed attention were the fact 
that the actual continental cutline does rot 
corre pond to the present accidental limita 
ot land and water, but tothe one hundred 
fathom curve, so that the continental Jimit 
is far out under the sea, Florida and Yuca- 
tan have moro than twice their geographical 
limits, while the West Indies and tus An. 
tilles appear as a vasteubmarine continuation 
of the Flo ida peninsula, the mountain sum- 
mits of which only appear above the sea. 
This submarine plateau, extending to the 
southeast, forms, with the coast line of the 
United States, a great bight nearly as large 
eqain asthe Gulf of Mexico, which Prof, 
Hlgard designated the Great Bay of North 
America, Whatever tho causes which pro- 
duced the gulf stream, they must give risa 
to anelevation of the gulf above the Atlan- 
tic in order to occasion the stream—a phy- 
sical fact demonstrated by the most accurate 
measurements, The explanation of the 
stream was thatthe North Atlantic trade 
winds rot the water of the Caribean sea 
against the ‘Spanish main” (Central Amert- 
on), deflected northward along the coast of 
Yucaten, where the flow is through the 
atraits between Yacatan and Cabs and 
thence through the Bemini channel ito tho 
Atlartio ocean, thus forming what is k: own 
as the “Gulf Stream.” The part which the 
Gulf of Mexico has in this is mainly that of 
@reservoir or ‘‘accumalator,” maintaining 
the outflow at a more uniform rate than"the 
assigned cause would admit of without such 
@ reservoir,

In a recent 
number of the American Agriculturist, Dr. 
Thurber gives a method of treating sheep, 
which {s quite popular in France, both for 
preventing the +pread of foot rot and ouring 
mild cases. Sbullow tanks or trays are 
placed at the doors of the sheep barn, and 
the animals ss they go out and in, bathe 
their feet in a liquid mode by slacking quick 
lime in water, The tanks are ten feet long, 
and have elats nailed on the bottoms to pre: 
vent the sheep from slipping and falling all 
over into the causticjsolution, The depth 
should beonly enough to well cover the 
hoofs. Foot rot is much more common on 
damp soils where the shell of the hoof 
was faster than it wears off, Paring must 
always be attended to in such localities. 


Feed Growing Chicks Well. 


In midsummer young chickens are grow- 
ing more rapidly than at any other period 


greater rainfall than other E , 
One great merit of buckwheat is its avail- 
,ability asa second orop, thus replacing 
another that has been destroyed by frost, 
drouth, imeects, or otherwise. It is also 
valuable as a weed exterminator, Tho in- 
feuted land may be tilled until mid-summer 
and sowed with buckwheat, which by 
rowing rapidly smothers the weeds, An- 
other use is that of o green manure, It 
‘ows well on moderately poor land, and 
makes a large growth of straw, which rots 
quickly when plowed under, thus adding 
much vegetable matter to the soil, 


Ralsing Early Lambs for the Butcher. 


So far as my experience goes, there is no 
more trouble in raising an early lamb than a 
late one. In fact, ovr ezrliest lambs are 
almost invariably our best lambs. I would 
rather have lambs come in January and 
February than in April and May, and if I 
could have them earlier, I should prefer it, 

Merino ewes will teke the ram earlier in 
autumn than the Englich breeds of mutton 
sheep. For this reason, if for roother, in 
raising earily lambs for the butcher, I should 
select common Merino ewes, cr at any rate 
ewes having more or less Merino blood in 
them, There are other reasons why I 
should select such ewes, There are more

Their condition is quite different from 
that of adult or maturely-grown fowls. 
These may be overfed easily, and will put 
on fat eternally, to their discomfiture and 
detriment. But the young stock, in good 
thrift, convert what they eat into flesh, bone 
and muscle, and continue to thrive during 
the heated season upon all they will ordin- 
arily pack away in their craws, particularly 
f allowed a variety of good provender, 

Don't stint them, therefore, in feeding, 
but give them all they will eat up clean, 
Thus they will grow in stature and keep 
generally in good health, 1tisa mistake 
to underfeed the growing chickens. They 
require more solid fcod fiom the time they 
are three to six or seven months of age, in 
proportion, than at cny time before or after- 
ward in their lives, This fact is worth cb- 
serving and remembering by all who aim to 
have the *‘best birds” in the eucceeding fall 
and winter, annually,— Poultry Yard. 


Sow Now for Spring Flowers. 


While our gardens present a much greater 
variety than did those of a half century ago, 
there are some plants in which the old-time 

ardeners excelled. We do not tee such 
ds of Pansies, or of Rocket Larkepurs, as 
were then the pride of the gardeners, Suc- 
cess with Pansies is manly due to sowing 
the seed inautumn, If the seed is sown in 
spring, by the time the plants begin to 
bloom hot weather comes, and the flowers 
become fewer aud smaller In order to have 
the flowers in spring, sow the seeds early 
this month. Make a spot of rich soil fine, 
and level the su:face by pressing it with a 
board. Sow the seeds, sift a little soil over 
them, and press down firmly with the board, 
When the plants are an inch high, trans: 
lant them to the place they are to flower 
he plants are quite hardy, and all the 
winter protection they need 1s a little brush 
to keep the snow from preasing too heavily 
upon them, Jhe Rocket Larkspurs are, 
unlike the tall ones, enovals, A bed ot 
them is as showy as one of Hyacin hs, Sow 
ina well enriched bed this sutumo, but 
leave them to flower where ttey were sown. 
The bed may be covered with ease during 
the winter, and if the plauts are too much 
crowded in any part of the bed rext spring, 
thin them by cutting cut the surplus 
They do uot transplant satis‘actorily. 


Autumn Care of Meadow Land, 


Meadows should not be closely grazed at 
any time, and especlally not inthe fall. 
They need to have fertilizing materials add- 
ed to instead of taken from the soil, Young 
animale are much more injurious than 
mature ones, whilo full-grown stock that are 
being fattened, end are fed rich grain ra- 
tions, may by their droppings add materially 
to the fertility of the oil. Young-growing 
stock withhold a large share of the potash, 

hosphoric acid, and nitrogen of the Food to 

uild up their bodies, leaving the manure 
comparatively poor. On the other hand 
mature fattening animals need very little of 
these three chief elements of soil fertility. 
Aside from the loss of plant-food, the close 
feeding of stock om meadow land does me- 
chanioal damage. If the soil is soft, the 
feet of the animals injure it, and the close 
grazing pulls mach of the grass up by tho 
roots, Meadows, like winter grains, ore 
injured by freezing and thawing, and the 
Vests need to be in a vigorous condition in 
late fall, with a good growth of of after-math 
for protection from the frosts, wins, eto, 
Well-rotted manure applied to the meadows 
asa top-dressing, will strengthen the plants 
and insure o fine crop the next season, This 
application is best when made soon after the 
hay is removed, Later in the season much 
of the soluble material is washed out of the 
soil by the fallrains, Quick acting manures 
should be used in the growing season, other- 
wise loss is sustained, ‘I'ake good care otf 
the meadows, for they suffer greatly if 
abused, HE re easily and often injared 
by onimals in late autumn,—American Agri- 
culturist. 


Buckwheat as a Farm Crop. 


The albuminoids are lees in buckwheat 
than in wheat; in fact, not much more than 
aif as abundant, while there ia a greater 
amount of starch and fat, Buckwheat is, 
therefore, shown by analysis to be more 
fattening and less stroogthoning than wheat. 
It makes an excellent feed for pigs and 
poultry, Many persons believe that buck- 
wheat is not healthful, and causes skin 
eruptions, Several other members of the 


~~ 
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sheep. They are smaller, eat less. and oo- 
cupy lees room in winter quarters. They 
wilt bear crowding better than the large 
English sheop—or rather, they suffer less, 
for itis a mistake to keep any sbeep in too 
close quarters, Common ering ewes, like 
Jersey cows, when well-fed, give rich milk, 
and if you want early, fat lambs for the 
butcher, the mothers, no matter what breed 
you may select, must have plenty of nutri- 
tious food. 

Ido not say that common Merino ewe, 
are, in themselves, the best for raising early 
lambs, They are not. I have had grade 
ewes, the cff pring of a mixed Merino ewes 
and a Cotswoid ram, that would produce 
larger lambs, give more milk, and the lambs 
would fatten more rapidly, and mature 
earlier, But it is not always easy to fine 
such ewes for sale, ‘Those that you find in 
market are apt to be culls, The butcher, if 
he hasa chance, gets the best lambs, A 
good plan is to go to cme large market and 
buy acar loa’ of sheep, or three or four 
times as man\ as yu want. Bring them 
home, and piv» out the best ewes, and then 
sell the other owes and wethers to the 
butchers-— American Aqricultturrist, 


When young men desire to enter college, 
they are obliged to pass an ¢xamination in 
grammar, algebra, geography, etc, Those 
elementary studies are not taught in colleges, 
The private or public echool fits the student 
fur college. In like manner, young men 
should be constrained to pass an examina- 
tion in plowing, hoeing, rowing seeds, etc., 
before entering agricultval colleges, The 
farm should be to them the public or private 
tchool, Why should farmers’ rons spend 
their time in learoing in agricultural col- 
leges what they can as well learn at home? 


A Complicated Case. 


A curious case is before the Tribunal iu 
Paris. A gentleman was getting down 
from an omnibus in a Berea thorough- 
fare, when he missed his footing, nearly 
fell backward, and, to recover his bal- 
ance, caught hold of another passenger. 
The latter, taken by surprise, also found 
himself in danger of falling, and, in his 
turn, caught hold of a woman with an in- 
fant in her arms, the upshot being that 
all four rolled together into the road. A 
heavy goods van was coming along behind 
which, had it not been for the prompt 
action of the omnibus conductor, who 
seized the horse’s head, would have run 
over some of the prostrate forms.

AGATES, 


Whoro Thoy Aro Found and How They 


Aro Worked—The Ingenuity of tho 
agate Worker 


Scotland is fered for its agates, better 


known as “Scotch peb? lea,” wnich, althoagh 
ama] ccmpared with those found elsewhere, 
are yet unequalled in the variety and beauty 
of their colors, 
chiefly nt Kisoul hill, mar Perth, on the 
rhore near Montrose, at Donglass, and at 


Scottish pebblés are found 


Barn Aune, near Galston, Ayrshire, but 
whether they occar on the shore or jn river 
gray cls, they have been all previously wash- 
ed out cf trop rocks, ‘Tne pebbles, cut by 
Edinburgh lopidaries, are used in the manu- 
factore of Scottish jowell ry, Tne chief seat 
of the agate industry of the world, however 
is at Oberstein, in Rhenish Bavaria, where 
it has been carried on for centuries, It arose 
there naturally enough, owing tu the pre- 
sence in the volcanic rocks of the neighbor- 
hood ef an abundance of fine agates ; but it 
has continued and extended long after those 
rocks have ceased to yield, or at least to be 
mined for, the raw material of the industry- 
The agate quarries uf Oberutein were aban- 
dcnod owing to the diroovery, fully half a 
century ago, of a rich supply of those stones 
in the river gravels of Urogoay, Some Ger- 
man workers in agate, who had emigrated 
to that region, noticed the courtyard of a 
farm-house paved with pebbles that remind- 
ed them of the agates of their native Ober- 
stein, Specimens were socordingly sent 
bome and cut, and the surmise proved cor- 
rect, Since that time there has been a re- 
golar export of agate nodules from Uruguay 
to Oberstein, where they have long formed 
the staple material used in the agate mills, 
These * Br. zilian sgates,” sa they are called 
when brought to Germany, are arranged in 
lots and sold by auction, stones of ordinary 
quality bringing it is said, not more usually 
than J5 shillings per hundredweight, ‘‘Ger- 
man agates” are thus, for the most part, 
South American stones cut and polished at 
Oberstein, The extent of the industry has 
greatly increased with this accession of fresh 
material, and a few years ago there were no 
fewer than 163 agate mills, working 724 
grindstones, and giving employment alto- 
ether to about three thousand persons, 
Gheseness of labor aud a plentiful supply of 
water-power has much to do with the con- 
tinuance of this industry at Oberstein, The 
labor is both ill. paidandsevere The agate 
worker, says Professor Rudler, who some 
years ago visited the mines and mills, “‘lies 
upon alow wooden grinding stool, epecially 
constructed to fit the chest and abdomen, 
leaving the limbs free ; the hands are en- 
gaged in holding and grinding the agate, 
while the feet are firmly pressed against 
short stakes or blocks of wood screwed into 
the floor, the reaction enabling the grinder 
to press the agate with much force against 
the moving millstone, The friction thus 
produced causes the agate to glow with a 
beautiful phosphorescent light, and red car- 
nelians under this treatment look, it is said, 
a3 if they were red-hot, The mill stones of 
are red sandstone, measure five feet diamet- 
er, and generally make three revolutions 
per second, The finer agates are’sliced by 
means of steel wheels and diamond or emery 
powder, but the coarser stones are simply 
chipped into shape and ground, Afterward 
theyare polished on rotating cyliaders of 
wood or lead covered with moistened tri- 
li, 
Pethe ingenuity of the agate worker is not 
confined merely to cutting, carving and pol- 
ishing his material into ell manner uf shades, 
He has also sacceeded in varying its cofor 
by artificial means, The layers composing 
an agate differ considerably in porosity, 
those that are transparent, for example, 
being lets porous tian opaque layers. Some 
indeed, seem to be altogether impervious at 
ordinary temperature and priszure ; sud ag- 
ate workers both at Oberstein and in India 
have availed themselves of this peculiarity 
in applying their staining processes. A suit- 
ahle agate, after being thoroughly dried, is 
immersed in a mixtur» of honey and water 
or in olive oil, and is kept thus for at least 
three days, exposed to a moderate heat, It 
is then washed, dried, and put into a vessel 
containing enough sulphuric acid to cover it, 
The vessel is thereafter exposed to a gentle 
heat for a varying number of hours, when 
the porous layers are fonnd to have become 
much darker in color, The reason of this is. 
that these layers, having become saturated 
with the syrup cr oil, are acted up)n by the 
sulphuric acid, which decomposes the sugary 
or oily constituent and forms in its place a 
deposit of carbon, It is in this way that 
banded agate is converted into the onyx 
with its black and white layers, used in the 
production of cameos and intaglios, Expos- 
ure to strong sunlight was long ago found to 
give a reddish tint to gray-colored agates, 
and this suggested the burning of such 
stones go as to convert them into carnelians, 
At Oberstein, likely stones for this purpose 
are first dried thoroughly, then saturated in 
sulphurio acid, and aftorwards exposed in 
an earthenware crucible toa red heat. They 
are allowed to cool slowly, and are then reen 
to be ofa bright red color, Not content 
with imitating the rarer natural varicties of 
agat», such an onyx and carnelian, German 
menufacturers have taken to staining agates 
blue and all sorts of colors unknown in 
the natural stones, Aniline dyes, unnatur. 
al as they are fugitive, have also been lately 
used for agate staining. It is possible that 
the stones themselves may yet be artifioial. 
ly produced. Indeed, according to King 
(‘Nataral History of Gems"), a Florentine 
anatomist long ago acoomplished this feat, 
although unfortonately, the secret died with 
him. He is said to have petrified human 
| viscera into real agates, ‘In the hospital 
of San Sp rito may be inspeoted still by the 
incredulous,” says King, ''a table top made 
up of hearts, langs, livers, eto., thus agatiz. 
ed into one large slab—meet board for g 
banquet of vampires!” Organio remains jn 
agate aro not unknown, for Bowerbank 
states that in the moss agates of Oberstein 
be has found microscopic organisms, and Dr 
Heddle says that he has found uadoubted 
organio remains of considerable sixe in agatos 
from Ayrshire and other localities. — Zujy.

kings, I felt my bldod tingle at the re- 
lation of battle scenes when I was a more 
boy, and when I was 14 I determined to be 
a soldier, Napolcon (the count, by the way, 
always calls him *Bony,’) was slready 
startling Eorope with his 2ampaigus, I 
heard of him, Lf admired him and when I 
was 101 asked my father to lot mo join the 
army. My father said: ‘I will give youa 
horse, a sword, a lance, and mouey. Go and 
report your-elf,’ Overjoyed by the free con- 
sent of my parents, 1 went and reported 
myself to Prince Poniatowrki, who knew 
my parents by reputation, Here my hopes 
fell again.

My request must be forwarded 
through several honds to Bonapart himself, 
I waited the reply impatiently for weeks, 
At last it came, era too young, it said, 
to enter active service, bat they would take 
me into the military school in Paris, So I 
went, and 1 was there in 1810, when Bona- 
prrte was making war with Black Arabia, 
and in 1811, while he was whioping Egypt. 
When he came back from Egypt and ho 
entered Paris I joined the army. I was 
made captain of the One Hundred and 
First Light Artillery, Hoe remained in 
Paris only five days, and started on tho 
memorable march to Moscow, I was twenty 
one years old then, 

Do I remember that campaign distinctly ? 
Ishould say I did. I shall remember the 
retreat from Moscow as long as I remember 
anything. Oa our way to the city we had 
marched every day forty-eight miles, but it 
took us longer going back. While tho army 
wai dwindlving from 500,000 to$00,000 men, 
my youth and great powers of endurance 
enabled me to hold my own; but 


that the ‘old hero,’ had botter stay ; but I 
had made up my mind, Since) then I have 
tramp:d about a good deal, All the way 
newspap*rs speak of m3 as I go along, and 
everybody is kind when they find out who 
Iam. I have walked nearly all the way 
from Kingston and am on my way to To- 
ronto where I shall call on my fellow- 
countryman, Col, Gzowski.

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CURIOUS MURDERS IN AFRICA. 
How a Magician Killed a Dozon Women at 
Lagos. 


The last arriving mail steamer at Liver- 
pool from Africa brought particulars of the 
trial and sentence of the ustive Adeoshua 
for the murder of numerous women at 
Logos, on the West Africaa coast, The 
Ki ng of at least a dozen females was laid 
to the account of Adeoshun, but ot the 
trial, which took place on the 9.h of Jaly, 
he was chorged with the wilful murder of 
three women, viz., Mrs, Cath»rino Clegg, 
Mrs, Selena Cole, and her sister, 

The exact number of skeletons found in 
the bush wes twelve, and of these three 
were identified as the females named, all of 
whom were natives, and occupied raspect- 
able positions in Lagos, two of them being 
the wives of native merchants, A large 
number of witnesses were examined, tho 
testimony of one female showing the modus 
operandi of tho prisoner, This witness, 
whose name was Idown, hada very narrow 
escape of being one of Adeoshun’s victims, 
Idown went down to Adeoshun’s house, 
He Lad numerous ‘‘charmu’” spread on the 
floor, among them being a small mud idol 
and several vials filled with powder, Adeo- 
shun had a pistol, which he fired at the 
idol, He then took something oat of the 
idol, and together with a shilling dropped 
it into a vessel containing water, making 
the shilling into two shillings. 

Tois was the great power his ‘‘oharms”’ 
possessed of making articles double their 
original value, Hoe urged Idown to bring 
him closthand beads for that purposo, but 
she said she was not a trader, After this 
he wanted her to mark her face, and on 
her refusing blew some of the powder from 
the vial to the wind, and Idown became 
somewhat stupefied.

Then we met Wellington at Water- 
loo, Bonaparte isa much slandered man 
They don’t know him here, Some know too 
much, some don’t enough ; hardly anybody 
knows it right, Everybody was against 
Bonaparte, They did not treat him fair, 
They were not fair with him, but he made 
the whole of Europe tremble. Ab, he was 
a great goldicr !” 

“But Waterloo was a misfortune. Na- 
poleon’s wife took hold of his hand bsfore 
the battle and said, ‘O my dear husband, I 
advised you in 1815 to go on, But go no 
further. Yon have already conquered the 
whole of Europe.’ He kissed his wife ond 
said, ‘My dear wife, there is no other man 
beside me, First Christ. Iam second, If 
I live to be 60 I will conquer the whole 
world |”

The Jews of Roumania, 


There is once more a crisis in the position 
of the Jews of Roumania. The effects of 
the malevolent ingenuity of the authorities 
are likely far to exceed in ultimate effect the 
Russian outrages of two years ago, which 
aroused the indignation of civilized Europe 
and exeited che generous sympathy of Eag- 
land, The Jews of Roumania, are, it is 
trie, not maltreated by misguided peasants, 
Bat thousands of them have been deprived 
of their livelihood bya crafty legislative 
frick, and have no re.ource but to become 
wanderers on the face of the earth. Once 
more western Jews have to face the problem 
how to assist these victims of persecution, 
Already the tide of emigration has begun to 
flow through Germany. The desired desti- 
nation of the emigrants is America, but they 
cannot fulfil the conditions of the immigra- 
ticn laws of the United States, and they 
find their advance stayed, The experience 
at Brlody in 1882 are likely to be repeated, 
not in Galicia, but nearer Berlin. The 
wretched wanderers can neither advance nor 
retire, The condition of their having ob- 
tained emigration passports is that they 
shall not return to Roumania, Germany 
and Austria can not and will not retain 
them, Whither are they to go, and what 
is to be their fate? Prince Bismarck has 
given several Pinole that he insists upon the 
Berlin treaty being observed by thecontract- 
ing powers, Isthere any jost reason why 
he should not give a timely hint to Rouma- 
nia that she must loyally observe to the 
letter the explicit provisions embodied in 
the forty-fourth clause of the treaty? Goer- 
many has much influenze in Roumsnia, 
King Charles isa Hohenzollern Rouma- 
nian statesmen look to Germany to protect 
their country from Muscovite designs, The 
crown prince has shown his abhorrence of 
the persecution of the Jews, Here are ele- 
ments which might be judiciously dealt 
with at once, Every moment ia precious, 
Thousands of Roumanian Jews are being ra- 
duced to the condition of beggars, They 
cannot stay in Roumania and will wander 
through Austria and Germany, depending 
in their dire distress upon the charitable au- 
sistance of their brethern-in-feith.—Jewish 
Chronicle,

In Camp at Aldershot. 

My friends, stationed a§ the camp, re- 
ceived me with the frank, generous hosp!- 
tality of the English officer, and their kind 
and friendly treatment noon makes me feel 
thoroughly at home among them, free to 
come and go as I please, and to make my 
acquaintance with Tommy Atkins at my 
leisure, All branches of the service are 
represented here — engineers, artillery, 
“horse, foot, and dragoons,” and all the 
varied types of character in the army are to 
bo met with, from the little drummes-boy 
bora in tho ser to the hardened non 
commissioned officer of a dozen campaigns. 
Magniticent types of the soldier these lat- 
ter, as they pass through the streets with 
ringing stride, straight as arrows, neat as 
foap and water, pipe-clay and brush, can 
make them, proud of their poeition and of 
their protession, ond often exercising fully 
as much authority over the men under them 
as the best of their officers, 

A canteen where the soldier can pur- 
chare at moterate rates many of the little 
luxuries of life, libraries, reading, smoking,

almost any evening, ani a good ‘cong and 
dances” man enjoys co inean degree of popa- 
larity amoag hin co urades 

Batis in the inoate love that all Koglish 
mea bear tor athletic sports that "Tommy” 
comes out in his full glo-y, and his officers 
do not disdaln to meet him cn equal grounds 
at cricket, foot-ball, and other out-door 
games. Difieent branches of the sarvice 
frequently mesc¢ in friendly rivalry, and 
many A match is played on the grounds of 
the offiser’s clab between team, of various 
regimeats or corps, selected from among the 
officers and men, irrespective o' their mili- 
tary rank, It is not an unueual sight to see 
& game among the officers “‘ampired” by 
gome veteran non-commissioned officers, 
skilled in all the intricacies of the nat oaal 
game of cricket, 

The most interesting of the purely mar- 
tial sporte—if I can use the word in refer- 
ence t) what forms part of the drill of the 
cavalry and mounted artillery—are the ex: 
citing contests of sabre versus sabre, or 
sabre versus lance, and the like, when s»me 
rival ‘‘rough-riders” are pitted against ons 
another, One can easily imagine how the 
tournaments of old appeared, ta see these 
active fellows, mounted on their fine horses, 
which seem to sympathiz> with and enter 
int» the spirit of their riders, as clad instout 
leather tunics, their heads protected with 
atrong wire masks, they charge down on 
one anther, cutting, thrusting, and parry- 
ing, retreating and pursuing. Hard knocka 
are given and received with apparent good- 
humor, though I doubt not that long habits 
of discipline restrain many an honest fellow’s 
temper when his blood isup, It is rough 
but manly worker, and ose does not won- 
der, on seeing what training they go through 
that the British horaemen are renowned for 
their courage and dexterity. Another sport 
in which the nerve and coolness that go s0 
fav toward making a good cavalier are dis- 
played to great advantage is tent-pegging, 
introduced, I believe into the British Army 
by the native cavalrymen of the Indian ser- 
vice, The player, armed with a light bam- 
boo lance, pats his horse at full gallop ovor 
the courss, and strikes with his lance head 
a tent peg protruding a few inches out of 
the ground. into which one end has been 
firmly driven. See how firmly yet lightly 
the soldier sits his horse, body bent for- 
ward, lance couched, thundering forward at 
the top of his horge’s spsed, Lower down 
on his charger's neck, a tighter clasp of the 
legs, nearer and nearer—the exact moment 
must be rightly chosen—a slight turn of the 
wrist of the practiced bridle hand—now !

The Italian Peasant. 

Life beneath an Italian sky is popularly 
imagined to bea pleasant form of existence. 
Such, however, does not appear to be in- 
variably the cate, The account given by Mr, 
Beauclerk, in a report to the foreign office 
on the agrloultural condition of Italy, of 
peasant life in Piedmont is not of a glowing 
character, Day-laborers who possess no- 
thing are, he states, the majority of the in- 
habitants ; they amount in Piedmont to one- 
fifth of the rural population. The landlords 
are habitually absentees, taking no interest 
whatever in their tenants, in return for 
which they have excluded almost every man 
of means from the list of councillors at the 
communal elsctions, The townspeople de- 
ride and despise country folk, and are look- 
ed upon by them ag proud and selfish, In 
Novara the farm-laborer is said ‘to contead 
with every species of privation from the 
cradle to the grave,” is infancy is parsed 
in the care of strangers or rolling in the 
mud ; at 7 years old he receives a few months 
per year of elementary schooling, and passes 
the remainder in tending goats; at 10 he 
already gains s0me sma!l wages; at 12 he 
sleeps away from home, and is regularly em 
ployed ; and at 15 he undertakes the hardest 
tarm work, The men rise in summer at 2 
a.m,, in winter at 4 a.m,, awakened by 
beating a stick on an empty box; in the 
former season they work from twelve to 
fifteen hours per day, When ill the hospital 
receives them ; when old and untit for work 
they are forsaken and uncared for; yet the 
peasants seldom take to begging, even when 
deprived of all resources, Girls take part 
in field work at the age of l4or15. At 
night they catch frogs and fivh in the 
marshes. At 30 they are matured women, 
old at 40, decrepit at 50, with bent backs 
and bronzed faces, Many families load a 
nomadic life, very Michaelmas their 
household goods, worth perhaps a total of 
£6, are packed on a bullock-cart, and a new 
home or situation is sought. Jn the hill 
regions many of the villages are notable for 
their excessive filth, Throughout the plains 
masters and workmen live together for years 
without the change of a syllable of good 
will, In every hamlet clasn distinstions are 
complete down the entire gamut of the social 
scale, Laborers usually have many child- 
ren, ‘‘and,” saya the report of the Italian 
government commission that has been re 
cently inquiring into their condition, ‘in- 
deod they have nothing elac.”—St, James's 
Gazatle,

How Fish are Spread. 

In looking over the most recent faunal 
lists of this portion of the country, writes 
Dr, C C. Abbott in his forthcoming ‘‘ Ram- 
bles About Home,” I find that much of our 
zoological literature is somewhat amusing. 
By a preconceived notion of what should be 
the geographical distribution of the fishes, 
and other animals as well, these ‘' syste- 
matic" writers gravely assert that in such 
a river such ao fish is found, but that it 
never wanders either so the eastward or 
westward, Perhaps originally this was true 
of our rivers, as the river itsolf detormined 
the range of spscifio variation that has ulti- 
mately coms about; but no river could re- 
tain all the speciea that originated in it. 
There are too many possible ways by which 
fish can be safely transported long distances 
for us to assert that none of them have 
operated in stocking a neighboring stream 
with species not native and to the manner 
born, There is undoubted evidence on re- 
cord of whirlwinds gathering up immense 
numbers of minute fish and landing them 
milss away. These showers of fishes, frogs, 
and even salamanders, are not unknown, 
even if they are uncommon; and strange 
would it be if all such wind-transported 
species should fall upon dry grouna, and 
never into the water.

No good farmer will be long without piat-

Salt in their food when ccoked, for poul- 
try is a very proper reasoning, but salt given 
in its raw state is deleterious, if much of it 
is eaten by fowls, We do not recommend 
its use inany form save mixed with their 
mash of scalded meal and boiled vegetables, 

The idea that apples dry up the flow of 
milk arises from turning cows into orchards 
to pick up the fallen fruit, They get a very 
uneven supply, and after heavy winds un- 
doubtedly get toomany. A few fed daily 
will increase the flow, and the amount fed 
may also gradually be increased with bene- 
fit. 


There is a great advantage in subsoil plow- 
ing for wheat, The colder ond poorer sub- 
aoil isnot turned up for a seed bed, nor do 
the wheat roots penetrate it deeply in the 
Fall, But next spring and summer this 
loosened eubsoil is a reservoir for water, giv- 
ing it out as most needed to perfect the head 
and grain,

j Wheat After Corn. 


The practice of sowing wheat after corn, 
is for the Northern fermer, a striking feature 
in Southern farm management, and might, 
in some instances, be adopte1 also in north- 
ern rections to good advantage. 

Eorly in September, when the corn has 
come to maturity, three or four rows, at in- 
tervals of about 60 fect, are cut down, The 
open spaces are then thoroughly barrowed 
and sown to wheat with the drill, After 
wards the corn isl cut and placed in shocks 
on these seeded stripy, when the rest of the 
field is ready for harrow and drill, If the 
soil is bard or baked, the Larrow is often 
weighted down with a short piece of timber 
or atmall log, for the porpose of making a 
smooth and mellow seed bed, 

The advantages of this method jn a mild 
climats are obvious, The labor of preparing 
the field for tke drill is reduced to a mini- 
mum, Late weecs are destroyed, ond a 
stop is put to the production of seed by them, 
The only disadvantageous circpmatarce con- 
nected itis thatit may put off the seeding 
to arathrr late season; bntI om told by 
tome very successful Southern farmers taat 
the vield of wheat in corn land, after a fav-

in most cases will be equal to that of the 
pure bred cows, and in saying this, a breed 
eror farmer who understands something 
about breeding stock will reslize that the 
very highest character for excellence is 
given to the breed, The Jerseys bave made 
their reputation, not only for having amcng 
them the largest butter producers of any 
breed, fcr weight, and feed consumed, but 
fcr being on the average, the best of cows 
for the production of butter for farmers and 
dairymen, And the farmersare fa: t finding 
this out, for the Jersey cclors and form are 
visible in thousands of fields, where the balf 
bred cattle, scarcely to be distinguished 
from the pure bred, may be seen in every 
part of the country, North, South, East and 
West. It is to be hoped that the breed rs 
who have hitheto led the crowd in holding 
their cattle at high prices will not selfishly 
tarrifice their bull calves, lest the stock may 
become too common, but cfler them to faim: 
ers at such prices as they can well afford to 
pay, and which will emply ;emuncrate the 
treedtrs for their expenditure,

with advertisers, the real supporters of the 
press, but with readers as well, Partisan 
journals let nothing pass that they can turn 
to account agains! a rival, no matter how 
untrue or unjast. Some will say this is to 
be expected, It ought not to be. But a 
short time ago we saw publisned in several 
newspapers laying claim to high standing in 
journalistic circles, the statement that the 
editor of a rival journal was born at a 
time and place he had said over his own 
signature he was not, the object being not 
only to cloud his word but rob him of his 
birthright, and all this for demagogy. 

Many newspapers proceed on the assump-

To ac- 
complish this fend, throwing the “markets 
of Ecrope into a fever” and unsettling busi- 
nessof all kinds—perhaps bankrupting many 
persons—was of small acoount. Such B por-

TRIP TO NORTH HASTINGS. 


The County of Hastings is one of the 
lnrgest in Ontario, It stretches from the 
Bay of Quinte hack one hundred miles into 
the Ottawa Valley, It touches seve! other 
counties, aud has five distinct lines of rail 
way running through it. | ntil lately the 
means of communication with the rear of it 
was by the farmers Hastings Road, remark 
able for its longth and roughness. The On- 
tario Central R. R., running from Trenton 
for seventy-two miles into the 
far as the township of Wollaston, has 
shortened the time and lessened the wear 
ress of tho journey to L’Amable, Bancroft 
aml Maynooth, 


It was our good fortune lately to take | any risk, 


trip over the Ontario Central from ‘Trenton 

to its extrome northern terminus—Coehill 

in tlie Township of Wollaston 
yetearly morning when we rded_ the 
train at Tyenton station, Trenton lay | 

Hathed in mist, which the rising sun was al 
ready dispelling. The bridge, the mill, the | 
hill, were the conspicuous landmarks, In 
the harbor, the Varuna was preparing for 
her daily trip down the bay. Crossing the | 
bridge were mechanics with tools aud din- | 
Ner-pails on their way to work, From up 
the river came the sounds of the river 
dvivers ; and as the Gilmore whistle sound- 
ed for six o'clock, our train glided out of 
the station. It has seen service. The pas- 
senger car was not made this year, nor 
within five years. We wonder why it is 
not more nobby. Before our trip ends we 
sce that it is suited for its work, and that 
finer car would be ruined by the rough 
traffic necessary to a mining region, Rocks, | 
stumps, miners, miner's tools, eamp-sup- | 
plies, and surveyors’ instruments, are not 
the best noighbors for paint and plush, and 
polished wood-work. Tle latter will all 
come in time, when the craflic permits it, 
The wonder is that the train is efficient, | 
considering its rough work. 

On leaving Trenton, the track cuts closely 
on the grounds of the Roman Catholic and 
Church of England parsonages, especially 
in the latter, destroying the beauty and re- 
tirement, Running along the west side of 
the Trent, the track crosses the G. T. R.

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A TRAGIC TALE OF THE SEA. 


Tho Story of the Yacht Mignonotto. 


sdwin Stephens and Edmund Brooks, the 
ive and asian of the ill-fated yacht 
Mignenette, reached Southampton at 12:30 
o'clock, Stephens was mot at Northam by 
his mother and brother-in Kas Mr, Fisher, 
d appeared quite prostrate. iH 
ariecks farniohos the following interesting 
t of his experiences : 
wcThe M qpconetee proved a capital sea boat. 
Prior to July 5, the day sho was loat, the 
wind had been hard and shifty, but she rode 
out the gale admirably. At 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon of that day Capt. Dadley called 
the watch—myself and Mr. Stophens—the 
boy Purker sharing the watch with the 
skipper. Parker had gone down to wet the 
tea of which we were all to partake when 
we hove to, Ho had just come up, when 
Mr, Stephens called, ‘Look out !” and I 
saw a tremendous sea, resching, I should 
think, quite half way up to our masthead, 
coming down upon us. The Captain and 
Parker had held on to the main boom to 
leeward, and the mainsail being furled had 
broken the force of the sea upon them. Mr. 
Stephens held on by the tiller ropes. When 
the s2a had passed, Stephens almost directly 
said, ‘Ob, my God, her sides are stove in! 
The Captain ordered the boat out. I help- 
ed got the boat out, In fact, I was able 
nearly to throw her out myself, We got 
in—Stepheng, I, and Parker—and called out 
several times to the Coptain to come on 
board, and he presently aid 80, the Mignon- 
ette sinking in about five minutes after she 
was struck, We then found our boat had 
been stove in on the port side, and she leak- 
ed a lot ; but I stopped it as well as I could 
with a piece of waist I found on the bottom 
boards, and this kept the water out till the 
morning, whcn Capt. Dudley _made it more 
secure. Parker took the shipwreck very 
kindly, his expectation after we were In the 
boat being that 


WE SHOULD SOON SEE LAND; 


but of course the rest of us know better 
thon that. He was a nice, steady, and 
good boy—as good a boy, in fact, as I ever 
sailed with in my life. I regularly took to 
him, and tried to teach him all I knew my- 
self. i 
We did not open our first tin of turnips 
till three days after the wreck, having 
eaten nothing at all in the meantime. We 
knew the tins contained only turnips, for I 
had acted asa sort of cook on board the 
Mignonette. On the fifth day out I was 
steoring, and saw a turtle swimming a'most 
to windward of ue; in fact, we had almost 
assed it when I saw it, Its head was some 
hates out of the water, and I pointed it 
out to the others, I and the Captain pull- 
ed the boat’s head to sea, and Mr, Stephens 
got hold of the creature by the fins and 
turned itover. Ilet go the fore oar, and 
although it wasa pretty good sized fish, it 
came on board as light as « fly. We «ll now 
felt as if we were sure to be saved, This 
feeling was strong up to the time poor little 
Parker was killed, but after then my heart 
was cold, Capt. Dudley killed the turtle, 
but as the weather was so rough, we lost 
the blood through the salt water coming on 
board, But for this we should have had quite 
a quart or more, which would have last dus 
several days. The water got into the 
chronometer box, in which we were getting 
the blood. The turtle lasted us till the 
twelfth day. We ate everything, skin and 
all, eel the shell overboard, If we 
saw a little bit of the turle fat lying about 
that had been left, we picked it up and ate 


it. 
Parker, the boy, had ceveral times ex-

Itold him he should not if I saw him, 
One morping—I think we must then have 
been fifteen or sixteen days out, but I can’t 
remember exactly—about 5 o'clock, Dickey 
told me he haddrank the bailer, which would 
hold quite a quert, empty, and half full 
again, Itold he was a very tilly young 
fellow, and he again replied that he must 
drink something. He had been gradually 
getting weaker, and was, in fect, the weak- 
est of us all. Tie silt water put his insides 
out of order, and he suffered very much 
from diarrtc@a, being at times in an agony 
of pain from this cause, and we all thought 
he would die, He appeared at times to be 
delirious ; he woulda lie in the bottom of the 
boat and try to sleep, and if he went off, 
when he woke up he would say he wanted 
aship. Togeton beard a ship was allI 
every heard him express a wisn to do, I 
said to him several times: ‘‘Cheer up, 
Dickey, it will all come right,” and the 
Captain and Stephens did all they could in 
the same way. 

We had several times spoken between 
the three of us about casting lots as to who 
should be killed, and Parker bad heard of 
this, but Land Mr, Stephens would not 
hear of it, and said thatif we were to die we 
would all die together. Excepting Parker, 
Mr, Stephens suffered more than any of us, 
He was seized with pains internally, and 
his legs were so much swollen that he could 
hardly move. One night he was so bad 
that pouee he was going to die, and 
took hold of his hand, and we prayed to- 
gether to the Almighty to eave us, 

July 20, when Parker's life was token, 
wasa very fine day, Excepting a little 
piece of the skin of the turtle, with a little 

rop ot water we had caught in a storm 
which had passed over our heads, 


WE HAD HAD NOTHING FOR EIGHT DAYS 


Dick was lying in the bottom of the boat, 
groaning with yeu ; but he had never said 
anything to lead us to suppose that hia life 
was a burden to him, f believe that the 
Captain and Stephens had spoken about it 
in the night, though nothing had been said 
to me either directly or indirectly of any 
intention to kill the boy, and Mr. Stephens, 
I believe, would never have consented to it, 
I had been at the helm three or foar hours, 
and wis lying in the bows of the boat ; and 
Stephens made signs to;me which I under- 
stood to mean that the Captain intended to 
take the boy's life, as he was dying. I 
believe he was dying, and if he had not 
boen killed, I have not the slightes doubt 
vo should all have died, I did not see the 
deed done, I had my oil skin coat over my 
head trying to get to sleep, and I was not 


aware when it was to happen, All 1 heard 
was the Captainsay to Mr Stephens, **Hold 
his feet,” and uncovered my head, and then 
saw the boy was dead, I fainted away for 


a minute or two, and when I came!o I saw 
the Captain and Mr, Stephens drinking the 


blood which was running from his neck, I 
said, “Give me & drop,’ but it was very 
nearly all gone, but what I had was quite 
congealed, I felt quite stroog after that— 
in fact we all made uso of tho expression 
that we were quite different men. I went 
aft and steerea for two or three hours. 1 
don’t know exactly how long. Capt. Dad- 
ley and Stephens cut off the boy's clothes, 
and threw them overboord, It was a hor 
rible sight and no mistake, 

Tand the Captain fed on the body, and 
so dia Mr Stephens occasionally, but he 
had very little, We lived on it for four 
dayr, and we ato a good deal—I should 
think quite half the body—before we were 
picked up, and Ican say that we partook 
of it with 


AS MUCH RELISH AS ORDINARY FOOD, 


We were picked up on the twenty-fifth day 
out, I was steering the boat, about hal 
past #ix in the morning, as near as I can 
gueas, but we had no watch, I saw o sail, 
but did not at first know what it was, for I 
fad been sitting down talking to myself 
and praying to the Almighty to rescue us 
from death, as our sufferngs from thiret 
were so horible, When Mr, Stephens and 
the Captain “got up,” I said: * Oh, my 
God, here's a sbip coming straight for us. ° 
Weall prayed together out loud that she 
would not miss us, cach prcmising to lead a 
different life to what we had dono if the 
Almighty would only give us the strength 
to reach the vessel. We putour sail, which 
was made out of Stephen's shirt, down, as 
the bark was a little to windward, and pull- 
ed as well as we could a litt’e way. I should 
think she was four or five miles off when we 
sighted her, and as she came down upon us 
Mr. Stephens hoisted the ehirt, and sigrall- 
ed as well as he was able, for he had not 
much atrength to hold it up. Quite an hour 
and a half was paseed in this dreadful sus- 
pente, for we were afraid, being still to leo. 
ward, that the bark would not see us. We 
at last saw her keep away from the wind, 
and then we felt she had seen us, and were 
yory much rejoiced, and all thanked God 
for His mercy. 

‘As we got close alongside I tcok both 
oars, bsing the strongest. The Captain 
caught the rope, and made a turn, as well 
as he was able, round the fore thwart, Mr. 
Stephens being aft. The latter sang out, 
* On, Captain, for God's sake, help us. We 
have been twenty-four days, and have had 
nothing to eat or drink. Helph us on bos rd.” 
The Captain of the bark made a reply in 
German, which I vould not uoderstend, 
Capt. Dudley also hailed him, Two of the 
crew came down and made the boat fast, 
and got ropes around and lifted us on board, 
for we were so weak we could not climb the 
ship's side. I took hold of the chain 

lates and scrambled up as well as I could, 
and the carpenter then carried me across 
the deck to the place where Mr, Stephens 
was lying, ‘The Captain of the Montezuma 
had taken charge ot Capt. Dudley, They 
all treated us very kindly. 


THE MATE'S ACCOUNT. 


Edwin Stephens, who is the son of the 
late Capt. Richar’ Steph: ns, of Southamp: 
ton, late of the I.le of Wight Company's 
service, on his arrival Lome, furnished some 
interesting details, Hesaid: 

“Our nights were the worst time ; they 
seemed never to end; we dreaded them 
very much, We had now the longest in- 
terval without food or water, viz., eight 
days without food and five days without 
water, with the exception mentioned. The 
lad dying before our eyes, the longing for 
his blood came upon us, and on Friday 
morning the twentieth day of our being cast 
away, the master hastened his death by 
bleeding him, Ina minute all was over. 

“] will leave you to imagine how we sub- 
sisted on the body until Tuesday, July 29, 
the twenty-fourth day after being in the 
boat, when were picked apy the German 
bark Montezuma, of mburg, Capt. 
Tremonsgen, bound to Falmouth, from whom 
we received every kindnees, We suffered a 
great deal for come days afterwards, The 
extremities seemed to have entirely lost life. 
We had thus been in the boat from Jaly 
5,atSp. m,, until July 29, at 10 a.m, 
nearly twenty-four days, havihg drifted 
and sailed a distance of about 900 miles, 
viz, from lat. 27° 10’ S., long. 98 50’ W., 
to lat, 24° 20'S,, long. 28° 25’ W., our posi- 
tion whcn picked up, 

“Many of the statements that have been 
published in the papers are wrong, partic- 
ularly fone, which said I stood up and held 
the boy Parker while the Captain killed 
him, That is quite wrovg. I don’t re- 
member hearing anything at all, but I know 
I was expected to hold his feet if he struggl- 
ed, but he did not. The fect is, you con't 
carry your recollection back to the thing at 
all properly, We don’t know what we did; 
we were maddened with thirst and hunger ; 
but I know I did not suffer from hunger a» 
the othera did for the first e'ght days. I 
had hardly anything to cat, and I never 
thought of eating any of tie turtle until it 
was about three parts gone, Drink was all 
I wanted, 

“The boy’s death saved ourlives, for we 
should have all have been dead before the 
time we were picked up, Prrker was a nice 
lad—a regular Itchen ferryman, honest, and 
always willing to do everything he was told, 
which isa great virtue in a boy on beard a 
ship,” 

THB CAPTAIN'S CONFESSION, 


The ‘Captain, who is a stout-built, fair- 
bearded man of middle height, looks fairly 
well, but isstill very weak. He wears 
slippers on his feet, as they are still too ten- 
der to admit of putting boots op. When 
the unfortunate men were picked up both 
his legs were much awollin, and it was only 
afcer a long coursefof blistering and bandag- 
ing that they were reduced to a normal 
£1Z6, 

Capt, Dadley, in an interview in the after- 
noon, converted freely about the terrible 
occurence, After detailing the earlier part 
of the voyage of the Mignonette from South- 
ampton to Madeira, and their afterwards 
sigoalling an Italian bark and speaking the 
Bride of Lorne, he said ; 

Day after day passed, and on the eleventh 
day we had finished the turtle, and had 
nothing lxft except the two fins ; but we ate 
every portion, even the bones. The fat of 
the turtle proved very nutritious, and we 
got water a few times when there were 
showers by catching the rain in our oilskins, 
though sometimes when we had a littls 
drop a sea broke into it and spoiled it, so 


that we had to throw it away 

Wo went on from the fifteenth to the 
twentieth day without any food at all or 
drink, and by that time wehad begun to look 
each other in the face very black, The Loy, 
who had drank some sea water at night, 


** We shall all dio,i’ and T remark 
ed, ‘We shall have to draw lot#, boys,” 

This was ignored by all, and they said, 
“We had better die together,” to which | 
replied, ‘So let be, bat it is hard for four 
to die when perhaps one might save the 
rest.” 

A day or two before I suggested wo 
shoold try and make some kind of a sail, 
which we did with our shirts rigged on an 
oar fora mast and a strand of the painter 
for shrouds and stays, Things now looked 
as hard as they could, 

On either the nineteenth or twentieth day 
the boy was lying in the bottom of the beat. 
where he he had been for two days, gasping 
for breath and nearly dead. At about 3 
o'clock in the morning I said to the mate : 
“What is fo be done? I believe that boy is 
dying. You havea wife and five children 
and [ havea wife and three children.” 1 
me that humen flesh had been eaten be- 
ore. 

Stephens replied: ‘See what daylight 
brings forth.” 

Brooks took his watch at 6 o'clock, and 
we made motions to each, Breoks said be 
could not do it, and Stephens said he could 
not do it. 

I told Brooks to go forward, which he 
did. Ithen took hold of the shrouds and 
had a last look round to see if anything was 
in sight, but there was nothing, I offered 
up 4 prayer most fervently that God above 
might forgive us for such an act, and then [ 
knelt down by the boy and said: ‘Now, 
Dick, my boy, your time has come,” 

He murmured : ‘What, me, sir?” 

Iput the penknife in bis throat and he 
was dead instantly, 

The Captaia, who was much upset by the 
recital, further stated how they drank the 
blood of the peor boy, and lived upon his 
flesh for the next four days, On the twenty- 
fourth day, when they had almost given up 
all hope, Brooke called ont, at about 8 
o'clock in the morning, ‘Sail, oh !” In an 
hour and a half the Montezuma was along-

THE SLAVE TRADE IN THE;PACIFIC, 


Tho Inhuman Traffic Carriod on in tho 
South Soa Islands by Englishmon, 


For some years past attention has been 
from time to time directed to the fact that 
there is carried on in the Western Pacitio by 
British ships, under the protection of 
British men-of-war, what isin effsct a slave 
trade accompanied by many of the horrors 
which have made the African infamous. 
Assertions to that effect have, indeed, been 
deoried as sensational or denied as false, 
The report of Mr, Romilly, commissioner in 
the Western Pacific, and the accounts which 
have been received of several trials for mur- 
der and kidnapping held at Brisbane, have 
brought thia question most prominently be

A FATHER’S PREMONITION, 
Vorifiod by a Tologram and a Post Mor-

A remarkable caso of premonition of 
trouble and death is now agitating the poople 
of Jersvy City. Some time ago Miss Laura 
L. Bunnell, aged 23 years, daughter of Mr. 
William J, Bunnell, a well-known wealthy 
resideat of Jersey City, apent a few weeks 
on a visit to an aunt of her's in New York, 
She attended a series of Methodist revival 
meetings and soon became a convert to that 
faith, 

On her return home her mind seomed to 
dwell almost wholly on religious subjects 
and, from her conduct, it soon became ap- 
parent that her mind had become unsettled, 
She believed herself possessed of super- 
natural power and that she possessed the 
gift of restoring the sick by laying on of 
hands, 

Finally she became imbued with the idea 
that her family friends were endeavoring to 
kill her with poiaon, and she would neither 
eat nor drink till her father had firet par- 
taken of the dish, Sho was seat to the 
hospital in the hope that relief could be af- 
forded by physical treatment, but after a 
few days it was décided to remove her to 
the State Insano Asylam at Morris Plains, 
where she was accordingly taken, She was 
then very quiet and harmless, her parents 
getting frequent telephonic communication 
with the inatitution, 

On last Friday week Mr, Buncell wont as 
usual to hia place of business, but a sense of 
great oppreasion weighed upon his spirits. 
**T could not work,” said Mr. Bonnell to a 
reporter ; ‘‘if I attempted to look over my 
books I found that 

I COULD NOT CONCENTRATE MY THOUGHTS 

My ideas all seemsd centered upon my 
daughter, and I felt that she wasin troable, 
I finally requested my son to tel»phone to 
the asylum and make inquiries concerning 
her. He did so, ani the steward replied 
that he would call the physician and ascer: 
tain, Presently he came to the telephons 
again, and said that the doctor taid that 
the girl was doing well. That while she 
could not be considered as being really any 
better, still she was no worse, 

“Bat this assuraace did not relieve me 
and I could not rid myself of the impression 
that something terrible was about to happen, 
I was so affected that I went home and lay 
down, but the idea continued to grow upon 
me aad I cried like a child, My family be- 
came alarmed and sought to learn the cause 
of my singular conduct. But I could only 
say that Laura was in trouble. 

“‘T suffered terribly ; nor was it of any 
use to attempt to reason against my convic- 
tions, although I had positive asaurince that 
my daughter was all right. At last a tele- 
gram was received stating that Laura had 
grown suddenly worse and had died during 
the night.” 

Sabsequent developments have revealed 
the fact that during the time Mr. Bonnell 
wa; laboring under the conviction his daugh- 
ter was in trouble, she was in a straight: 
jacket, strapped to a bedstead. He made 
inquiries into the case and finally received a 
letter from Dr, H, A, Buttolph, the manager 
of the asylum, in which he stated that the 
morbid excitemeat under which Miss Bun- 
nell was laboring suddenly took on a form 
to acute ay to render it ‘‘ necessary to re- 
strain her in a recumbent position.” 

Mr. Bunnell was not satisfied with the ex- 
planation, for the doctor added in a post- 
script to this letter: ‘It occurs to me to 
add that, with the strong suicidal tendenoy 
existing in your daughter's mind during the 
day and night before her death, she would 
probably have effected her purpose bad she 
remained unrestrained, thus making it a duty 
to use this means of safety.” 

‘«My daughter never manifested any ten- 
dencies of this nature alluded to in the 
doctor's letter, It was wholly uncalled for 
to employ the means used, as they alleged 
to restrain her at the asylum, and I hold 
the asylum managers responsible for her 
death,” 

A post-mortem examination of the remains 
of Miss Bunnell revealed the evidence of 
very savage usage,

Tho se- 
cond mato was a decent enough fellow, I 
thought, but he didn't seem to be of much 
account on board, The akipper and the 
mate thrashed me every Low and then, but 
Iwasa hardy youngster, end managed to 
stand it, The chap who came in for the 
most thrashings was & Spanish sailor we 
called Antone. He took the lickings quiet- 
ly, but at times he lcoked mighty revenge- 
ful. There was a big, heavy-built sailor 
that we called Pete the Swede. Somehow 
neither the mate or captain ever tackled him, 
Early one afternoon, when we had got into 
the Straits of Malacca, and were, as we un- 
derstcod, withia less thon a day's sail of 
Singapore, Antone dropped bucket of 
slush on the clean deck. Tho ekipper and 
mate knocked him down and, springiag up- 
on him, and began to pound him, Sudden- 
ly the skipper sprang u and I saw blood 
eporting out of a gash in his side, He stag- 
gered forward on his knees, and, seizing his 
own knife, plunged it into Antone, The 
latter was then struggling with the mate, 
Several of the watch ran up and palled the 
two apart, Bat thero was a wound near the 
heart of the mate which had been made by 
the knife of Antone, The latter was stone 
dead, and the skipper and mate never spoke 
again. The mate did not live 10 minutes, 
while the rkipper died within thirty min- 
utes, 
“The second mate was called on dack by 
one of the zailors, but he did not get up in 
time to eee the stabbing, All bands, of 
course, debated as to what we should do, 
The second mate was entitled to take com- 
mand, but he had little to say in the mat- 
ter. Pete the Swede did all the ordering, 
and every one obeyed him. We had been 
running close to the wind, but Pete had 
the yards sqnored and we stood in toward 
the shore, We all went aft so that the mau 
at the wheel could have his say in the coun- 
cil of war. The crew were divided, Pote 
and the majority wanted to ecuttlo the. 
bark and to divide the money in the cabin, 
and to leave it to be supposed that the bark 
had been lost in a storm, The second mate 
agreed with Pete, The carpenter said that 
we ought to keep on our regular course un- 
til we fellin with a pilot and to report the 
killing of the skipper and mate, Pote said 
our story would never be believed, We 
would probably all be arrested, and perhaps 
hanged on the chorge of mutiny. The car- 
penter had only the steward, cook, one able 
seaman, and myscli to back him, while Pete 
and the second mate had eight men besides 
themaclves on their side. We were rapidly 
etting in toward the shore, but we were 
jogs the track of other vessels and of 
the pilots. The carpenter protested against 
this, but Pete kept on jost the same, Short- 
ly afterwards soundings showed about 10 
fathoms of water, ond Pete ordered one of 
the onchorsjto be lst go. The sails was 
simply clewed up, and no attempt was made 
tofurl them, ‘he matter wes talked over 
again, but the carpenter's party still held 
out. Pete went into the cabin and buret 
open the locker where the moacy was kept. 
e said that there was several thousand 
pounds, and tlat we had only got to divide 
it up evenly, The carpenter called us that 
were backing him to one tide and told us 
that we had better pretend to give in, I

Optical Dlusions. 


Many of you koow abont optical Illusions 
and the cuiious mistakes which the eye 
sometimes makes. concerning..an. object. at 
which it is looking; bat few of us know 
how frcqa nly we ourselves are the victims 
of optical illusions of one sort or onother, 
The fact is, we see nearly as much with our 
experience as we seo with our eyes. Wo 
krow sn object to be of acertain form in one 
position, and of a certain color in one light ; 
and we are too apt to fancy that we see it of 
that form and color in all positions and lizhts 
regardless of the fact that, seen from an- 
other stand point, the contour ot it may ap- 
pear entirely different, and that a different 
light may totally change the color of it, We 
all know that tho actual color of clean boots 
is black, and a beginner in painticg almost 
always painto them perfectly black, where- 
as the direct rays of the eun or of an artifi- 
cial light may make them appear nearly white 
in parts, while if they be placed near somo 
bright eubstance, such as  pioce of orenge- 
peel, or a crimson eca-f, they will r flect the 
celor of that object, and so become orange 
or red in parts and au expert painter would so 
represent them. We hear people speak of 
“‘the white of the eye,” and beginners with 
the brash often give a very ghastly express 
jon to their attempts at portraiture by paint- 
ing the white of the eye pure white ; where- 
as owing to the projection cf the brows, 
the lids, and the lashes, it ia often thrown 
into deep shade, and may be even darker 
than some of the flesh tints. Now, if their 
eyes weré trained like those of a skilled art- 
ist, they would know the true color of all 
objects they beheld. Bot this is 
the very hardest thing an artist has to 
learn, namely, to know really what he does 
see, 

In coloring almost everything depends 
upon the nature ofthe light. A white band- 
kerchief is black ina dark room. Anexctl- 
lent aid to the study of color is to take a 
white card, and with your paints try to 
match on It some tint in any oil-pajnting, 
chromo, or even colored fabric which you 
may have, Then cut a small hole in the 
card adjoining your tint, and place the card 
over the tint you have copied, so that you 
can see it through the hole. side by aide 
with your own attempt. Then you will 
see at once how nearly you have matched 
the tint.

difficulty seems to be how to get at the own: 
er. If a princeling were to maintain in 
Earops—and close to such countries as Italy, 
France and Switzerland, practically Spain 
also—a physical pesthouse, a seat of disease 
whence smallpox or cho'era spread to ad- 
joining countries, he would fina himself com- 
pelled to put his house in order, A collect- 
ive remonstrance from the powers would, in 
such case, bring about an immonse change.

What are the North American Indians? 


Dr. E, B, Taylor made some, remarks 
before the American Association on North 
American races and civilization, Io attempt 
ing to answer the question: ‘* What are 
the North American Indians?” he stated 
that whenever he had been among the In- 
dians the thought had always struck him 
that, if these people were dressed up as 
Aaiatics, there would be little observable 
difference, Admitting this suppos'tion the 
next question thatarose would bs: How 
camo they here ?” To answer this question, 
Ds. Taylor warned his hearers that they 
must beware of taking for granted that the 
physical geography of thts continent has not 
changed. The next question would be : 
‘How it is that among tribes, physically 
89 similar, there should be such a diversity 
in language aa we find among the North 
American Indians?’ For the solution of 
this question, we must look to the goologists 
to prove the antiquity of man. Dé, Taylor 
remorked that evea if the North American 
Indians was tho result of the migration of 
one stook to this continent, the remotencss 
of the time when that migration must have 
taken place, would fully necount for the 
great diversity inspeech, Weare ro accus 
tomed to consider tne patricharchal system 
the ouly natural ooe, that we do not look 
for any other, yct the matrimonial system 
which Sir George Gray found among the 
Avs:ralians is also prevalent among the Inu 
diaus. This system is not £0 uncommon as 
may be supposed, and lingers in many curi 
ous customs, Tnus among the Keffirs of 
South Africa there is a custom by which a 
man is supposed to completely ignore the 
existence of his mother-in-law. If the two 
should mect ia the street they turn away 
from each other, This custom, traces of 
which, Ds, Taylor thought, existed among 
tho Npartans in historic times, points to a 
matriarc ial syste n of society ia which mar- 
Yisge is surreptitions and unrecognized. 
Taeso ppeculation were strangely confirmed 
by the report during the past year of some 
Datch residents in Sumatra, Tne inhabit- 
ants of that island sul live in the matriar- 
chal system. When a man and womau 
marry they do not set up housekeeping for 
themselves, but both stay in their mother's 
house, The father has no control whatever 
over his children, the heid of the family 
being the maternal uncle, I would be con- 
siderel agrave offense ogainst his wile's 
family were a min to undertake to roprove 
or chastise his children, The curious state 
of affairs which exists in Sumatra is the key 
to customs, common tg the Kaffics of South 
Africa, to the hill-tribes of India, and the 
Indians of North Americ.

four children, Gertie Fa)lerreturned to her 
mother’s home in Wavpun, where they con 
tinued to live until a fewdays ago, She re- 
fused to talk {o outsid¢ra atout her marriage 
but contended to the I:st that Dubois wasa 
man. Hudron took his wife home and later on 
returned to their former place of residence in 
Tllirois, Last fall Gertie Fuller became a 
mother, and eghe strenourly asserted that 
Dubois was the child’s father. The strange 
case hoa never been explained satis‘actorily 
but all kinds of thecries have been advanc- 
ed, It certainly was one of the strangest 
matrimonial merriages on record, The last

A BSITORICAL PARELLEL, 
Chevalier, generally known as Madam, 
D'Eon, was born of good family at Tennerre, 
in France, in 1728, D'Eou was a man of 
brilliant parts, a writer by no means con- 
temptible on varicus subjects. an accomp- 
lished diplomat and a brave cflicer, acd at 
one period he was minister plenipoten- 
tiary to the British court, A little quarrel 
with the Court dv Guereby, who succeeded 
bim as ambastador, was assigned as a rca- 
son fer his not returning to France, but, it 
is probatle, that the real cause of his stay 
in England was his scting as the private 
agent of Louis XV., by whom ho wes allow- 
eda pension, D Eon continued to reside in 
London for fourteen years, and was in habits 
of friendship with the most distinguished 
persone. Rumours, at first faint, but 
gradually acquiring strength said, 
THAT D'ZON WAS A WOMAN, 
There were certa‘n feminine indications in 
his voice, snd he was known to be averae to 
all sffaire of gallantry and to manifest ex- 
treme caution with reepect to females, At 
length it began to be generally believed, 
both in England and France, that he had 
no right to the title to wear the drees of a 
male, Wagers toa large amount were laid 
upon this subject ; and in 1771 one of them 
roduced s most sensational trial before 
rd Mansfield, The action was brought 
by Surgeon Hayes agaicet Jacques, a bro- 
ker and underwriter, for the recovery of 
seven hundred pounds, Jacquea having 
about six years before received premiums of 
fifteen per cent. for every one of wnich he 
stood engaged to return a hundred guineas, 
whenever it should be proves tbat the 
Chevalier D’Eon was actually a woman, In 
this cause three secmingly unexpected wit- 
nesses, two of whom were of the medical 
profession, positively sware that they bad 
Obtained such proof as admitted of no con- 
twadiction that D Eon was of the femalo sex. 


A VERDICT WAS IN CONSEQUENCE GIVEN} 
for tho plaintiff ; but it was afterwards sot 
aside on a point of law. Atter this trial M. 
de Vergennes, one of the French Ministers, 
in a letter which he wrote to D'Eon, declar- 
ed that it was the king’s will that he 
“should aseume the dress of his sex”— 
meaning the dress of a woman—and this in- 
junction was repeated on the chevalier ar. 
rivingin France. 1t was obeyed, and till 
tho end of his long life D'Eon dressed and 
was looked upon as one of the {softer sex. 
Barly in the French revolution he returced 
to England still as a femalo, and remained 
there till his decease in 1810, Death proved 
the folly of those who forced him into petti- 
coats, for his manhood was placed beyond 
all doubt by an anatomical examination of 
tho body. Why he was metamorphosed, 
and why he continued to acquiesce in the 
change, when he might have safely asserted 
his sex, there appears to be no means of dis-

Ia ackcowledgement of this the now 
Minister during the whole of his stay in 
office takes care that his predecessor shall 
be the first informed of a)l events connected 
with the department which may be made 
ublic, Thus, if important news arrived 
rom ab;oad, a copy of the dispatch would 
be forwarded st once by the present Foreign 
S cretary to the tormer holder of the cflice 
—the iden of this being that the latter, as 
critic ex-officio of the Indian policy of the Gov- 
ernment, bas a claim to be ESEpu cd with 
ample and rapid information. These pa 
triotic courtesies are rot practired in any 
other country, and one may allade to them 
with pleasure as showing that—

The Queen might have refused her gcod of- 
fices toget incompetent Ministers out of 
scrapes, and she would have had coustitu- 
tional werranty for so doing. since Ministers 
who are {not loth to solicit her Mej stys 
assistance when they were in distresa have 
sometimes not scrupled to cavil at letters

The Height of Waves. 

Many experiments have been made to 

measure the height of waves in all condition 
of weather, One authority goes as high as 
sixty four feet, and snother ss low as five 
feet, giving itas his reason that the pene- 
trating power of wind cannot reach below 
thatdepth, Of this phloscpherit may be 
presumed that he was a martyr to sta sick. 
ness and that he must have contented hrm- 
self with making his oaloulationsin his study, 
Ou the other hand,a height of sixty- 
jour feet is a!most as absurd, thongh it ie 
true that the earthquake wave has been 
known to rise to sixty feet; yet surges ot 
this kind are happily scaroe, since when 
they occur they are not oply in the habit of 
razing whole towns upon the cosst line where 
they break, but of carrying some of the ves- 
acls they may encounter at anchor in the 
neighborhood to the distance of a day’s walk 
inland, Practical experience, however, will 
look with suspicion on most of the scientific 
theories touching the altitude and velocity 
ot waves, Professor Airy’s table couples 
speed with dimensions, snd, as a sample of 
his caloulations, it may be shown thac the 
wave one hundred thousand feot in breadth 
will travel at the rate of 533.90 feet per 
secoad in water that is ten thousand feet 
deep. This is possible, but it is difficult to 
accept such ccnolusion as exact, At all ov- 
ents, there isnothing more deceptive thon 
the height of waves, The tallest seas in the 
world run off Cape Horn, where whether the 
wind blows eaat or west, they have a holi- 
day ground within a belt of eight or ten de- 
greow that compass the globe withont the 
mntervention of a break ot land. Any man 
who has run, ray, before a strong west: rly 
gale rourd the Horn will know the magni- 
tude of the seas that follow his ship, View. 
ed from the stern when the vessels sink in 
the trough, the oncoming rea that is about 
to underrun the ship and lilt her soaring to 
the flying heavens will seem to heave ite 
rusbing summit to the height of the mizen- 
top ; but when the summit in gained by the 
observer and the waves viewed from thero, 
it will then be seen that these crests which 
from tho deok looked a long way up will now 
appear to be a long way down, It 
ig & common shore-going phrase that tho 
sea ran ‘‘ mountains high.” The idea im- 
plied is not very generally accepted by sail- 
ore,thovgh the term may be sometimes used 
by them for convenience. The truth is 
if waves wore os tall os they are popalarly 
supposed to be, no ship could by say possi- 
bility livein them. They are lofty to the 
fancy, becouse at s%a the y Gro usually sur- 
veyed from low frecboards. ‘Lo a spectator 
on o steamer, with a six foot beight of side 
an Atlantic or Pacific sarge would necersw 
ily appear £5 & mountain compared to the 
aspect it would take from the deck of pn old 
leno-of battle ship, with a thirty-fcot ‘'dip;”

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A FLOOD OF FLAMING orp, 
A Torribvio Scono in the O11 Conntry Fo- 
called By a Rocont Calamity. 

The announcement of the death of Wal- 
lace Riley, at Saylersville, O., recalls the 
first terrible casuality in the history of 
the petroleum development in this coun- 
try, of which disaster he was tho last sut- 
viving victim, It left him a blind and 
helpless cripple, and subject at times to 
fits of»insanity during which he seemed 
to suffer all the agonizing experiences 
through which he passed on the day of 
the great disaster, twenty-three years 
ago. 

In April, 1861, there was a cluster of 
wells, yielding from one hundred to three 
hundred barrels of oil a day, on the then 
newly-developed territory on Oil creek. 
Flowing wells were then as yet unknown. 
Harley and Merrick sank a well to the 
depth of two hundred feet, but as the 
yield was small they took out the pumps, 
and started the drill to make the well 
deeper. About 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
of April16, the drill had gone to a depth 
of three hundred feet, when it struck a 
vein of oil and gas, and instantly the oil 
rushed up through the five and a-half 
inch tubing, hurling the tools high in the 
air, and gushing upin a fountain fifty feet 
in height. This was the first flowing 
well ever struck in the region. The great 
noise made \by the escaping oil was heard 
for half a mile around, and in a few min- 
utes the fountain of oil was surrounded 
by a crowd of excited men, women, and 
children. The well was spouting at the 
rate of one hundred barrels an hour. 
Above the roaring mass of oil the gas rose 
so densely as to be visible as a cloud at 
least sixty feet high. As soon as the oil 
began to gush forth all the fires of the 
engines in the vicinity were extinguish- 
ed. There had been nopreparation made 
to receive so unprecedented and unex- 
pected a rush of oil, and ina few min- 

utes petroleum was running in streams in 
every direction. Dams were built and 
trenches dug to collect the fluid that was 
running to waste, and ina short time a 
lake of oil surrounded the derrick. 

Wallace Riley, then a young man of 
24, arrived at the scene ef the excitement 
at 6 o'clock, from Meadville. He was to 
be married that evening at 8 o'clock to 
the daughter of a farmer who lived on 
Oil creek, near the Harley & Merrick 
well. Riley went with his prospective 
father-in-law and joined the crowd at the 
flowing well. 

The nature of petroleum gas was then 
unknown, and while the crowd stood 
about with no thought of danger, the gas 
from the spouting well was slowly spread- 
ing in every direction and filling the air. 
There was no fire nearer than a quarter of 
a mile to the well. That was the boiler- 
house of a well then drilling. By seven 
o'clock in the evening the gas from the 
flaming well had reached the boiler, and, 
taking fire ina second, the whole air was 
in a flame with a crash and roar like the 
discharge of a field of artillery. The 
fountain of oil became a stream of solid 
fire, falling back to the ground, over an 
area of a hundred feet around, in blazing 
globes of boiling oil. Instantly the ground 
was covered with flames. A scene of in- 
describable horror ensued. Scores of 
people were thrown to the ground by the 
explosion and surrouaded by the burning 
oil as it seethed on every side, while the 
flaming gas roared above them. The most 
of these managed to reach the outer cir- 
cle of tire with their lives, but were hor- 
ribly burned, At the time of the ex- 
plosion everything in the neighborhood 
for the; distance of a quarter of a mile 
around took fire, and shanties, derricks, 
engine-houses, and dwellings, were at 
once wrapped in flames. The boiler at 
Dobb's well, eighty rods from the origi- 
nal fire, blew up with a tremendous re- 
port, instantly killing the engineer, Wes- 
ley Skinner. At this time the whole air 
was afire. The jot of oil, rushing up for 
fifty feet, was a pillar of living fire, while 
the gas above it to the distance of one 
hundred feet was flashing and exploding 
like some terrific electrical display during 
a thunder-storm, The sounds of the ex- 
plosions were almost continuous, and the 
roar of the flame was like the rushing of a 
violent hurricane. The heat of the fire 
was so intense that no one could ap- 
Frosch within 150 feet of the limitsof the 

re. 

Among those who were prostrated by 
the first explosion of gas was the young 
man Wallace Riley. He succeeded in 
gaining his feet, and being fortunately 
only a few steps from the outer edge of 
the fiery circle, he made his way through 
the burning oil, and fell, all ablaze, just 
beyond the limit. He was seized by 
others, who plunged him into a hogshead 
of water, extinguishing the fire, and car- 
ried him to a neighboring shanty. 

Within the circle of flame, not ten feet 
from the edge, at the spot where Riley 
escaped, four bodies could be seen boilin 
in the seething oil. One man who ha 
been digging at a trench to convey the oil 
to a lower part of the ground, was killed 
as he dug, and he could be seen, av he 
fell over the handle of his spade, roast- 
ing in the burning oil. H. R. Rouse, of 
Warren county, one of the most promin- 
ent of the early oil producers, for whom 
Rouseville was sybseqently named, and 
whose revenue from oil wells at the timo 
of the great disaster amounted to $1,000 
a day, was standing near the trench this 
man was digging, when the explosion oc- 
curred. He was lifted in the air and 
thrown more than twenty feet away, 
alighting in a pool of blazing oil. He rose 
to his feet, and ran, all ablaze for a short 
distance, and fell, He was seized by 
several men, his burning clothes extin- 
guished, and carried to shanty. Nota 
vestige of clothing was left upon him ex- 
cept his stockings and boots, His hair 
was burned off as well as his ears, his 


eyelids, and his fingers. His eyeballs 
Were entirely burned out. His body was 
blistored from the breast down, Ho never 
lost consciousness, but lived nine hours, 
during which time he deliberately dic- 


tated his will to his lawyer. In this will 


he left $100,000 to the poor of Warren 
county, but he died before he could ac- 
knowledge and sign the document, 

Besides Mr. Rouse, twelve dead bodies 
were taken from the flames before they 
were entirely destroyed. Of these only 
six could be recognized—the brothers 
Walker, two leading oil men of Clarion 
county ; Wesley Skinner, of Wattsburg; 
John Stevens, Judd Mason, and Albert 
Gardiner. Twelve men, who are known 
to have visited the spot, strangers sight- 
seeing in the oil regions, were believed to 
have been among the victims of the dis- 
aster, as they could not be found and 
were never heard of afterward. Thirty- 
four men were rescued. as Wallace Riley 
was, but their injuries were so great that 
twenty-two of them died. 


The scene at the height of the fire is 
described as having been the most fright- 
ful and at the same time the grandest 
spectacle ever witnessed. The flow of oil 
continued unabated for months, and as no 
human power could extinguish the flames 
it continued burning furiously. The well 
finally gradually exhausted itself, and the 
fire was at last conquered. Hundreds of

ed, and the well which would have been 
an enormous fortune to its owners ruined 
them. 

Wallace Riley was burned in almost ex- 
actly the same manner as the unfortunate 
Mr, Rouse had been, For weeks his suf- 
ferings were intense, and he constantly 
begged to be killed. The young woman 
whom he was to have married on 
that terrible evening was his constant 
attendant during all his suffering. His 
life was saved, but he was left sightless | 
and without hands, while his face was 
terribly disfigured, and his lower limbs 
were fleshless and drawn out of shape. 
His mind was also badly affected, and al- 
though he recovered ina great measure 
his mental powers, he was subject to fre- 
quent lapses, which lasted sometimes for 
days. During these spells he raved con- 
tinuously about th» horrors of the scenes 
at the burning well. It was during one 
of these paroxysms that he died,apparent- 
ly in the greatest agony. He had been 
cared for fortwenty-two years by a brother. 
The young woman to whom Riley had 
been engaged to be married died within 
a year after the frightful catastrophe of 
the burning well.—Philadelphia Item.

A London paper calls attention to the 
fact that the managers of English railways 
are now studying to provide for the com- 
fort of passengers instead of trying to se- 
cure more gorgeous accommodations and 
greater speed. This subject should re- 
ceive the attention of railway managers in 
this country. With all the recent im- 
provements in cars, railway travel is still 
-very uncomfortable. Tne time of leaving 
and arrival of trains running between 
geet cities is often very inconvenient. 

n some of the trunk lines between Chic- 
ago and New York, the trains leave about 
5 in the afternoon and arrive at about the 
same hour in the morning. Persons who 
leaye home at the hour named go without 
supper. Perhaps the train stops twenty 
minutes for refreshments at some unim- 
portant station where there is but a single 
eating-house. If this is the case, half of 
this time is occupied by the passengers in 
going from the train to the dining room, 
in waiting to be served, and in returning 
to the cars. Ten minutes do not afford a 
sufficient time in which to eat a meal. 
Five or even six in the morning is a very 
inconvenient time in which to arrive in a 
great city. Especially is this the case if 
the passenger is a stranger. He tloes not 
know where to go, and 1s generally at the 
mercy of “thotel runners,” There is no 
opportunity of transacting business for at 
least three or four hours. To ayoid dis- 
comfort, it is generally necessary to go to 
a hotel ina carriage, and beat the ex- 
pense of paying fora room. The rapid 
speed of the train is no gain to the travel- 
ler. It is in fact a loss in both time and 
money. The proper time for arriving in 
a large city in the morning is when public 
conveyances are making regular trips, the 
hotels are ready to serve breakfast, and 
the stores are open for business. 

The perpetual annoyance of railway 

engers by the venders of worthless 
ooks, stale pop-corn, unwholesome fruit 
and prize packages is an abomination that 
should never be tolerated, Peddling is 
prohibited or restricted in most cities, and 
the peddler is a nuisance in a first | ss 
car. He is a train-robber whose press 0 
is almost as objectionable asa back-wu \/s 
bandit He renders travelling a burden. 
The ateme on many railway companies 
to monopolize the trade in food, drinks, 
and cigars isnot commendable. It shows 
a very small spirit. The comfort of pass- 
engers would Be promoted by having sev- 
eral places for the sale of refreshments at 
the stations where long stops were made. 
Many people travel who can not pay a 
dollar for a meal. They should haye an 
opportunity to obtain meals that are with- 
in their means. A lavatory should be 
provided for every passenger car. Pas- 
sepgers, especially in summer, become 
covered with dust and smoke after riding 
a fow hours. They can enjoy little com- 
fort unless they have an opportunity to 
wash, Lavatories are needed for cleanli- 
ness, health, and comfort. Passengers 
would care much more for them than for 
expensive ornamentation. The number 
of women who travel with young child- 
ren is always large.

A case of cremation has occurred at 
Etretat under very remarkable circum- 
stancer, Arich Indian, the Rajah Abusa- 
bid Koanderao, with a suite of 12, came 
Jately to the Hotel des Bains, scared trom 
Nice by the cholera. He died of an anthrax, 
or carbuncle, sather suddenly. His friends 
asked that his body might be burned with 
Asiatic rites, The Mayor of Etretat, great- 
ly embarrassed, telegraphed to Paris for 
instructions, and an authorization was 
given, but great pains were taken to prevent 
the public from secing the unusual spectacle. 
At 2 in the morning the corpse was placed 
on a bier on the sands at the foot of one ot 
the great white cliffs of E retat, where it 
was set fire to, and continued burning to 6 
in the morning. There were scarcely any 
spectators except the native friends of the 
deceased and some fishermen, who appear- 
ed greatly astonished at the unusual ape 
tacle of which they were witness:s, The 
ashes, when the incineration was complete, 
were Civided into three portions, Oac was 
thrown to the winds, another into the sea, 
and a third placed in a vase to be scnt to re- 


latives in India.

A Venetian Wedding Day. 

A Venetian festival is a synonym of “all 
that is magnificent and romantic, From 
the carlest history the fetes have been 
events of the greatest popular interest and 
importance, hey have been celebrated 
most frequently to perpetuate the mamory 
.f some triumph of the Venetian army, and 
ine patriotism of the people has been ae 
alive by these fetes quite as much as by the 
consciousness of commercial impor acce and 
power, : 

For centuries the Marian festivals were 
the most important holidays of the year. It 
was a custom introduced early in the tenth 
century to eelect from the different parishes 
of the city twelve poor maidens, distinguish-- 
ed for virtue and beauty, who were pro- 
vided with dowry at the costof the State, 
and fitted out with wodding trosseaus from 
the Treasury of St Mark. The girls were 
dressed in long robes of white, with loosend 
ed hair interwoven with threads of gold, 
and in a rich barge were carried to the 
Church of St. Peter, followed by a cortege 
of gayly decorated gondolas. with musie 
and singers, the Doge and Signory accom- 
panying the procession, Each maiden bore 
in her hand a small box containing hor dow- 
ry, and met her appointed husband in the 
church, Mare was celebrated, and the 
bishop officiated in the marriage coremonny. 
This was the beginnimng of tne fete, which 
lasted a whole week ith the growth of 
luxury and laxity of morals the fostival lost 
its original charactor, and it became neces. 
sory to limit ite observance, and during the 
Genovese war, in the fourteenth century, 
the colobration was neglected and fell into 
disuse, An incident which happened in 
the tenth century during tho observance of 
this festival has long boon a favorite thome 
of arti nd poets, and illustrates too well 
tho eplirit of the day and tho isolation of the 
new republic to be omitted here, Tho Trieste 
pirates long watched an opportunity to rob 
tho festal barge of its treasures, both human 
and monetary, and ono fine morning of St.

Burmese Housekeeping. 


The dwellings of the Barmese are 
small wood or bamboo posts; of bamboo mat 
walls; roofs of palm leaves, or dried grass; 
each house has a front verandah, clos only 
at the ends, if at all; the door from one to 
tnree feet from the groucd, made of rough’ 
boards or of bamboos. Then the main or 
tleeping 100m is from four to six feet higher 
than the verandah, with its floor from seven 
to ten feet above the ground, The veranda 
is the plac» of cooking, eating, visiting, buy- 
ing and selling. But you would look in 
vain for 8 ove, oven, fireplace, or chimney, 
A bed of earth, or ashes, iu one en] of the 
veranda, isthe centre of the kitchen; a 
large j w of water, two or three small earth- 
ern pots for cooking, one forrice and the 
other for some kind of ourry, are usually 
suflicient; a water dipper, made of cocoanut 
shell,a wooden ladle tor the rice pot, a bread 
wooden platter in which to pat the rice 
when cooked, aud around which the family 
squas ty eat, with on or two brass or iron 
spoons for the curry, with perhaps two or 
thres earthern dishes, constitute the fur-

AERIAL FLIGHTS. 
‘Tho Difforonce Boi weon Birds and Baloon 
Fiying. 
In regard to the subject of balooning and 
the recent French experiments in steering 
a balloon, it may be noted that the ana- 
logies of nature are adverse to the attains 
ment of artificial flignt by means of a bal- 
loon, Wo do not mean by way of de- 
tail, but by way of principle. The theory 
of a balloon is that of levitation, that is 
to say, of counterposing gravity by the 
displacing of a given bulk of atmospheric 
air by a lighter gas. That tho latter 
mothod involves the exposure of 20 large 
a surface to atmospheric currents as to 
require great force to overcome tho resist- 
ance of a rapid breeze by fans, scrows, or 
other mechanical means, 15 well-known, 
But the point to which we refer is this. 
In the flight of every bird or insect the 
weight of the animal is directly utilized 
for maintaining {t in the air, At the will 
of the bird, the feathered surface that it 
exposes to the wind can be #0 inclined to 
the movement of the latter as to make the 
creature rise or fa)l at will, by the direct 
action of the wind, without any visible 
motion of the wings. From the deck of 
a vessel a gull may be watched, hovering 
for many minutes together, without one 
flap of its wings. The bird at such times 
is a living kite, ita power of self-balance 
ercsncing the offect of the string of the 
ite in maintaining a certain inclined po-# 
ition relative to the wind. And although 
some birds of the swiftest flight have an 
extraordinary area of wing surface in pro- 
protion to their weight, others, of equal 
or ever superior power of flight, have 
very little wing surface in proportion to 
their weight. Thus the problem 
of flight has been solved by naturo in 
many ways ; but in all of them the grav- 
ity of the living creature, far from being 
estroyed or counterposed, is an essential 
element of its mechanical action. The 
inference that we draw from this is that 
the opposition principle, that of levita- 
tion, is not likely to be followed with 
mechanical success, ezcept on rare 00- 
casions.

Inyentive Genius of Italians. 


I was surprised to find how many ex- 
cellent inventions the Milanese possess 
Those about the house were particularly 
noticeable. The upper panels. of the bed- 
room doors were swung on hinges and 
fastened with thumbscrews—an excellent 
device for ventilating the room. The 
bedstead rollers traveled ina light iron 
rail, which slid upon the carpet and thus’ 
saved it from being cut by the wheels. 
The bolts to the closed doors disclosed the 
word “‘libre” when open and ‘‘occupie” 
when shut. All this was a revelation to 
me. I fancied the Italians were behind 
the age in mechanical improvements. I 
found the Milanese, at least, a long way 
ahead of tho English and French. But 
eyen here there is no running water in 
the bedrooms—a luxury only known in 
America. Gas lights are being introduc- 
ed into the bedrooms of some few of the 
recently-built London hotels, but as a 
rule gas and running water in bedrooms, 
so common, almost universal, throughout 
the cities of the United States, are not 
to be found in those of Europe. In these 
respects, therefore, Milan is not a whit 
behind either London or Paris.

Any diseaso which is acknowledged by 
all to be full of danger, is sure to be as 
sociated with quackery. Unprincipled 
men take the advantage of the popular 
ignorance of modical remedies to make 
money. In respect to no disease is this 
more true than in the case of cancer, And 
the success of imposition is made oasier 
from the fact thad the namo is constant: 
applied to tumors of various kinds, whic 
have nothing of a serious charactor, which 
will disappear of themselves if they aro 
only let alone. If, however, the name of 
cancer has beon suggested, and then eithor 
a ‘cancer doctor” has been called, or 
without any such addition some one of 
the boasted remedies has been employed, 
when the tumor gradually diminishes and 
eventually disappoars, the case is horald- 
ed as a “‘cancer cure,” and the delusion is 
greatly strengthened thereby. For in- 
stance, the common-red clover has a great 
reputation in some hires of the country 
for curing cancer, and to attempt to con- 
vince the believers in its efficacy that they 
are under a mistake is perfectly useless. 
The case of this one and of that is quoted 
in proof, whereas no one of them doubt- 
less had ever the least reason for fear or 
the slightest sign of cancer. 

The simple fact is that cancer is not at 
all a local disease, It affects the entire 
system; the change of tissues which con- 
stitutes what is recognized as the ‘‘cancer” 
is only the local manifestation. Hence 
the well known trath that removal of the 
ulcerated part, the tumor is constantly 
only a temporary relief ; the disease re- 
turns to its power, and commonly is soon 
fatal. Hence the universal dread of ‘*the 
knife,” and hence the readiness to flee to 
those who give the comforting promise 
that they will ‘draw out the cancer b 
the roots ;” and beyond question a 
men will be encouraged in this imposture 
by continued application for the use of 
their skill. If they treated only cases 
where trae cancer exists there would be 
comparatively small evil done, for there 
is too much reason to believe that the 
disease is of its very nature fatal, and 
that its progress to a painful death is sure 
and steady despite the atmost human 
skill ; but harmless tumors are constant- 
ly submitted to their care, Eyerythii 
with them is invariably a ‘‘ cancer,” ani 
it must be drawn out. The applications 
which are made destroy the tissues, for 
how can they draw the cancer out with- 
out it? That which was harmless be- 
comes a source of suffering and even 
of danger, and if the patient recovers 
after the “doctor” has taken all the 
money ayailable, it is paraded as a cure, 
whereas no cure was needed, 

The domestic remedies, such as the 
clover above noted, are commonly harm- 
less, and while they do no good they 
serve to pacify the patient. If cancer is 
there, it goes on its evil way unchecked ; 
if a simple, non-malignant tumor is in- 
volved, it either disappears or remains 
stationary in progress, and presently 
clover or perhaps cancer root (Conopholis 
Americana) is in greater repute than ever. 


In The Next Great War 


If tho next great war should be waged be 
tween tho two vations which wore parties to 
the last it will find the French wall protect- 
ed by a granito wall of strong places, brint- 
ling with cannon, and here and there a gap, 
aa if to tempt an unwary enemy to destruc.

The Loss of the ** Wasp.” 

Woen the British gunboat was lost with 
all save six on board she was bound for 
Lough Foyte to take the Sheriff and bailiffs 
to Instrahull to evict the inhabitants, The 
total rental of thisspeck in the ovean is £18. 
It is a amall island on the seaboard of Done- 
gal, and it is well known as the scene of the 
wreck of the Iris come few yeara back, when 
the hardy islanders, at’great risk of life and 
limb, succeeded in rescuing the passengers 
and'crew of theill-fated steamer, The extreme 
length of the islet is three miles and the 
breadth one and a half ‘miles. It is distant 
from the mainland about nine miles, and of 
all the desolate epezks of land it is the most 
uninyiting. Sixteen families with the light- 
house keeper make up the entire popula- 
tion. There igno arable land, aad the sur 
face of the ground is formed of rocks, Some 
of the tenants havo never paid any rent, 
and others are from ten to fifteen years in 
arrears. A precarious livelihood is eirned 
attishing during the summer months, bat, 
owing t) the stormy and dangerous nature 
of the coast ia the winter, the islanders go 
to the mainland until the spring, as there 
is no fuel to be obtained oa the isiet, There 
is oaly one landing place, and it requires 
skill and care to run into it in safety, So 
the attempt {to collect $90 has coat the 
British navy thousands of pounds and fifty- 
two lives,

John Frall as a Burglar, 

By the arrest and conviction of John 
Frall for complicity in the receyt Rathbun 
silver robbery at Deseronto, one of the 
worst criminals of the burglar class has 
been placed behind the bars. ‘This desper- 
ate villain, who was sentenced to seven 
years in the penitentiary at thy autumn as- 
sizes now going on in this city; has stice 
1861 served nineteen years in, the peniten- 
tiary. He has no doubt had a hand in the 
majority of the many burglaries that have 
taken place in this vicinity during the pust 
few months, and to his cunningand experi- 
ence is no doubt due the success the gang 
has had in so long evading « For bur- 
glary at Brockville in 1861 1 was sent 
to the penitentiary for two years. He then 
went by the name of John Smith, At the 
Autumn Assizes of 1863 for the County of 
Hastings, Frall, in company with George 
Frost pleaded guilty to breaking into the 
store of A. Williams at Canifton, and for 
this he served two years in the peniten- 
tinvy. At Brantford in the year 1569) un? 
der the name of Wm. B. Brown, Frail was 
sentenced to 5 years in the penitentiary for 
burglary. InJanuavy 1874, in company 
with others 1 was convicted of bur- 
glary and stealing $345 in the township of 
Gwillimbury. He was tried at Toronte 
nd sent to the penitentiary for a term of 
| 54 years. In 1879 he was convicted of 
burglary in St, Lawrence County, N Sa, 
under the name of Wm, Scott and! sent to 
Clinton prison for a term of years. While 
in prison at Clinton he formed the ac- 
quaintance of Zufelt and the husband of 
| Mary Ann Harrigan, as well as a brother 
lin-law of Mrs, Harrigan, After serving 
out his term at Clinton, Frall began opera

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Begging as a Regular Business. 

In China begging is a regular business, 
beggars being born into the profession and 
bringing up their children to it. In every 
large city there is a vast association of men: 
dicants, to whom every one who begs for a 
iviog must belong, At the head is on 
styled the Baggar King. His authority is 
absolute; and to him the others are amenable, 
The society has a code of rules, and by this 
every beggar has a right, according to cus- 
tom, to stand at the door of a dweiling and 
howl, sing, knock, or maka any other noise 
he pleases, until the occupant gives him one 
cash. Then he is obligea to desist and can 
apply at the same place no more that day. 
No two are allowed to beg together at the 
same place, yet they are so numerous that 
few doors are free fom their clamorings long 
atatime. The proprietors of large estab 
lishments, who desire to save themselves 
from the annoyance of the continual visita- 
tions, do so by paying a certain sum at once 
to the King, who causes a written statement 
to that effect to be pasted by the side of the 
door, and this p-ocures for the house cer- 
tain exemption, No heggar dare approach 
it, for, though few of them, can read, all 
recogniae the seal of their chief, and if one 
transgresses he may bo beaten by tho occu- 
parts of the house, or, boing reported to the 
King, be more severely punished, Every 
beggar has his beat, beyond which he dare 
not go, and bay alao bis superior, to whom 
every night he hands over o certain part of 
the day’s proceede. Tho overseers in turn 
pay to the King a fixed sum monthly, which 
must be large, #8 he lives like a nabob, If 
a beggar breaks the laws he is sent to the 
King, who is held responsible by tho city 
magistrates for the good conduct of all his 
people, Tbe punivhment he administers is 
generally too siow for the people who suffer 
from the depredations of the beggars, and 
whon u beggar is detected in an offense his 
punishment generally consists in having hia 
bands tied behind him, being drawn up 
over the limb of tho nearest tree and beaten 
half to death with sticks, clubs, fists or any- 
thing that comes to hand.

Care of the Insane- 
To the Evlitor of the Tribune: 


For the first time Iam in receipt of your 
neatly gotten up paper, “THE Trunk,” of 
September 25th, in which issue you have | 
noticed the article of a Belleville daily, re- 
ferring to the present mode of placing lu- 
naties in the jail with prisoners. You ad- 
ded that this barbarous custom is unworthy 
of this great province. I am, sir, of the 
same opinion, Just think of an insane per- 
son in the jail for over 3 weeks, perfectly 
naked with other prisoners, some of which 
are boys of 10 or 12 years of age, with 
others who have perhaps committed no 
other crime than having taken a few glasses 
too much and not a few who have not yet 
heen proven guilty of any crime. The jail 
officials, the prisoners as well as the insane, 
are suffering from this custom, We boast 
of our charities, civilization, our mor- 
ality, and of our country. which I loye and 
which is one of the most beautiful and pros- 
perous, yet all the beauty looses its charms 
when these bad customs and regulations 
come to our notice. 

It would not be very expensive to remedy 
this great evil as a special place for lunatics 
could be easily erected ; they have the 
right to he cared for as they should. I 
hope I shall see the day soon when this 
matter shall be examined by the!proper au- 
thorities and soon be rectified.

MODERN HAWKSHAWS. 

The Requisites for a Successful Career as 
n Detective—Coolness, Bravery, and 
Good Judgmont—Tho Roat and the 
Dime-Novel Detective. 


“Looking back over my twenty years’ 
experience I can not say that I regret my 
choice of a profession,” remarked a detective 
atone of the city agencies yesterday, 

‘“‘What are the requisites of a good de- 
tective?” asked areporter who had been 
listening to his stories, 

“Fearlessness, coolness and self-control. 
Without these a man can never bs a perfect 
detective, for though he may be useful in 
some branches 0 the business he can never 
attain to the highrat eminence in all of 
them, He must also have strong perceptive 
faculties, and that power of generalization 
which will enable him tojamp at once to 
correct conclusions. Memory is one of his 
most important essentials, One sight of a 
face muet imprint it 8) indelix ly upon his 
recollection that he can never forget it; and 
he must remember not only the face itself, 
but the time, plice, and circumstances with 
which it is associated, A memury of faces 
alone is not sufficient. ne detective must 
have astrong memory for names, numb rs, 
and dates as well. He must be intelligens, 
and there is no know/edyo of any kind that 
may not some time b> of value to him in his 
profession. His eyesight and hearing should 
pe of the best, and he shonli cultivate a 
power of observation which will enable him 
to carefully note, without seeming to do s0, 
everything by which he is surrounded, 

‘Detectives in real life are very different 
from those in novels and plays, The latter 
are represented as wearing various disguises 
sueh as wigs, false whiskers, etc., which they 
suddenly pull off at the most unexpected 
moments, thereby revealing their identity. 
Dion Boucicault, in one of his plays, repre- 
sents a detective who is quite a young 
man as making himselt up for an elderly 
gentleman of more than 60 and going about 
in broad daylight, holding conversations 
with psople who knew him well in propria 
persone without discovery. Caarles Roa le 
and Wilkie Collins do the same thing in 
some of their novels, This is simply non- 
sense, It is utterly impossible for the most 
skilful hair-worker to make upawigor a 
set ot false whiskers that can not be uetect 
ed as false when worn, and every theatre- 
goer knows that the most skilful artists in 
‘make-up’ can not put upon their faces the 
lines and wrinkles which indicate age in 
such a way as to decsive, even when aided 
by tho glamour of the footlights, Nv de» 
tective in real life ever attempted to wear 
any such disguise, Dotectives on the stoge 
are usually debonair individuals in neat 
suits and mutton-chop whiskers. In real life 
there is nothing distinctive in the appear- 
ance and manner of detectives any more 
than there 1s in those of lawyers or mer- 
chants, For my own part, I am more fre- 
qently taken for a ‘well-to-do’ farmer than 
anything else.” 

“Woat is the ealary of detectives?” 

“That is ahard question to answer, 
There is no business in which the price 
varies more, Sometimes a man, 
after having hada little apprenticoship on 
the police lorce or in connection with some 
agenoy, Willset up in business as a private 
detective, and then he charges whatever he 
pleases. Detectives are p ud by the day, 
and I have known tome ot these private de- 
teotives, such as I have mentioned, to 
charge the unsophisticated $25 and even 
more per day, 

“For the services of any of their detect- 
ives the Pinkerton agency charges $8 per 
day, of which about oachalf goes to the 
detective himself, This is the invari«le 
charge, and none of the Pinkerton deteciives 
are permitted to work upon any other / sis 
or with a vie vy to obtaining a continge... \e- 
word, This is the only right way, for de ec- 
tectives, like m:rchants, should have one 
price only, but most of the private detec- 
tives can be induced to take up cases on 
speculation—that is, to agree to demand 
nothing for theic work unl.«s successfal, in 
which event they are to receive a stipulated 
sum.” 

‘How do men become detectives?” 

“They don’t ‘become;' they have a natur- 
al gift in that direction, Detectives, like 
poets, are born, not made, Many of them 
beginas amateurs. For instance, something 
occurs in their own lives which causes them 
to turn detective for their own purposes 
They work up the case successfully ; thoy 
find they like the work, and they embark in 
it as a business, You keow that is the way 
Allan Pinkerton began, He lived in tho far 
west, and having horses stolen from him on 
several occasions he traced out the thieves 
in every instance, brought them to justice, 
and recovered his property. 

“You would be surprised to find how 
clover some amatour detectives are, I know 
a young Chestnut street merchant who 
would make one of the greatest of all do- 
teotives if he would follow the business, Heo 
wanted to find out the whereabouts and an- 
tecedenta of a young fellow whom ho sua- 
pected ina cortain manner, He employed 
detectives, but they could discover nothing. 
Finally he began to look into the matter 
himself, and although tho man ho was after 
had left the oity and covered up his tracks, 
I'm blest if he didn't find out everything 
there was to find, He discoyored the ad- 
dross of a girl on Race stroot to whom the 
maa had been paying attentions,

**He oalled on her represented himuelf as 
1 awyer, ‘B aid toa: her foyer would inherit 
4 fortane if his identity could be establish- 
ed, andin order to do that he'd have to 
have some specimens of his handwriting, 
and he pe~snaied her to let him have two 
of the love letters the fellow hai written 
her. That was os neat a piece of detective- 
work as I ever heard of. 

“Tt often happens that a man fails to be 
.609e pesecht cetantlve through the lack of 

me ons quality. Thus, I employed 
fellow once who I thought ania Saeeane 
splendid detective, He had everything in 
his favor, possessing a spleadid physique 
and appearance, an elegan’ and insinuating 
addreas, great shrewdness, remarkable 
quickn 84 of perception, and, ia short, every 
requisite of a great detective ezcept one, as 
L atterward discovered, He was lacking in 
self-contro}, having an ungoverned temper, 
to which he gave way on slight provocation, 
This great fault was not appsrent at first, 
however, and I assigned him toa number of 
difficult cases, which he worked up very 
satisfactorily, At last I resolved to test his 
skill tothe utmost, and set him to try and 
extort a confession from a young woman 
charged with infantiside. Now,in the course 
of his interview with this girl, as he after- 
ward confessed to ma, he fell in love with 
her, and took it into his head that she was 
not only innocent of the crime alleged 
against her,but that she way not the real mo- 
ther of the infant which she was accused of 
haying destroyed, but that she had merely 
assumed the rossponsibility of being its 
mother to shield a friend, However, resoly- 
ed to do his duty, and feeling sure the re- 
sult would be such earnest protestatioas of 
innocense as would convince the whole 
world of their sincerity, he persevered in his 
attempts to extort a confession, He aeted 
wit so much tact that she broke down com- 
pletely, and was about to confeas the whole 
affair, but being satisfied, from her words 
and actions, that she was undoubtedly guil 
ty, he became so enraged to find that one 
whom he had al owed himselft> love and 
believe in had been guilty of such baseness 
that he burst forth into such a torrent of 
oaths and invectives against heras to seal 
her lips forever on the subject of her crime, 
The reault was her prompt acquittal for 
lack of direct evidence, Taus you see how 
important it is for a detective to keep his 
temper.” 

“Are not the innocent often mistaken for 
the guilty?’ 

“Very often, Auinnocent man wrongly 
accused will always appear like a guilty one 
while a hardened criminal, unter the most 
criminating circumstances, will seem the 
personification of virtuous innocence, I re- 
member a singular circumstance that oc- 
curred at the Smithsonian institution 
in Washington, when [ was doing 
Bpecial duty there some years ago, In one of 
the cnin casxs there was a rare old Roman 
coin, supposed to be the only one of the 
kind in existence, One day a gentleman 
cam with a written order from a high offi- 
cial directing.a curator to let him take the 
coin out of the case to examine it, It was 
placed in his hand, and after looking at it 
to his heart's content he returned it, ax he 
thought, to its place in the case and turned 
to leave the room, The curator approach- 
ing the case to lock it found that the coin 
was missing. He stated the fact to the 
gentleman, who immediately becams very 
reiani indignant and declared positively 
that he had replaced it, at the sama tims 
trying to leave the room. I int»rcepted him 
and boing convinced from his coaduct that 
that he hai stolen the coia, insisted upon 
search’ng him, H: positively refused to per- 
mit this, whereupon the curator aad myself 
after a hard struggle, sacceeded in search- 
ing him by force, and found the coia in one 
of his pockets, I was just going to conduct 
him to durance vile when the carator, who 
had gone to restore the coin, stopped me, 
retired it to the gentleman with apologies 
The poor man had mislaid the original coia 
in the case and had previously purchased at 
great expense a similar one, which we had 
foundin his pocket, aad his visit was for
